Anything that is "filed" in this way for historical 
value, should be preserved with careful notes to 
show just what la understood to be historically ac­ 
curate and what is perm issible fiction. 
For instance, it would be quite unfair to the 
twentieth century concept of history to preserve the 
various films that have been made of the career 
of Joan of Arc, without careful commentary. 
If a volume of "Ivanhoe" is preserved in a library, 
there is no danger of its being taken as history. 
Neither ehould a filming of "Robin Hood” be pre­ 
served without an equal understanding of its rela­ 
tion to present historical concepts. 


The question is serious enough. It will not be helped by making 
special pleas about It. 
Possibly this is a part of the price that we pay for having 
direct governm ent, rather than entirely a representative govern­ 
ment.
